I wondered vaguely what it was until 
I espied an almost empty coster barrow 
at the end of the stretch of pavement. 

It was the discarded husks of many 
peanuts that made the carpet along the 
pavement. This set me thinking. pea 
nuts have but recently come intu use in 
this country for general consumption, 
although in others they have figured as 
a regular adjunct to a mea. l, ever 
since peanuts were discovered. 

I have hunted in various reference 
books other than English, and bave dis- 
covered the following methods of pre- 
paring this extremely nutritious nut :— 

SALTED PEANUTS.—-Salted peanuts are 
said to be as as salted almonds, 
and they are much less expensive. Shell 
half a pound of peanuts, plunge inem 
into a quart of boiling salted water and 
leave them for four minutes. Pour the 
water through a colander. Peel the nuts, 
dry them in a cloth. Butter a baking- 
tin, put the peanuts on it, place in a 
moderate oven for ten minutes, stirring 
them from time to time. Then dissolve 
half an ounce of butter separately. Pour 
it over the nuts, turn them around in 
it until they are thoroughly coated with 
the butter. Sprinkle them with a tea- 
spoonful of fine salt. Turn them over as 
before, place in the oven and leave for 
twenty minutes, stirring them from time 
to time. Turn them out on to a clean 
dry cloth. Dredge them with another 
teaspoonful of salt. Fold up the cloth, 
and shake them about for several 
minutes. Store in a well-stoppered glass 
jar, ouly serving at each meal about as 
Many as will be required.

The popular name St. Vitus’s Dance 
has its origin in the epidemics of the 
fourteenth century, when numbers of the 
people were seized with an hysterical 
mama for dancing, and were only cured 
by being conducted to the shrine of St. 
Vitus. “ine disease is more common in 
towns and among the poorer classes of 
society. 

lts chief characteristic is sudden irregu- 
lar, involuntary movements of every part 
of the body and Jimbs—a shoulder is 
lifted, or the head turned to one side 
with a quick, sharp movement. The eyes 
sre opened and shut irréagularty, 16 
eyebalis rotated in one or other direction. 
The angles of the mouth are raised in 
a smile, or the forehead wrinkled in a 
frown. The gait is slow, halting, irregu- 
lar and shuttling. The trunk may be 
twisted round to one or other side. 
Except in very severe cases these move- 
ments cease during sleep. 

The duration of a case of ordinary 
severity is from one to three months; re- 
always gradual, but relapses are 
common and patients may have the 
disease three or four times. It is not 
often fatal, except throuch some
